THE FIRST MESSAGE. 
The anxiously 
awaited 
first mes­ 
sage of President Harding to the con­ 
gress has been delivered and the na­ 
tion, together with the bodies to which 
it is addressed, is now digesting it in 
the endeavor lo determine just what 
is to be the policies of the new admin­ 
istration toward the very many im­ 
portant 
problems 
confronting 
the 
country. 
As has been the case in several mat­ 
ters since assuming office, the presi­ 
dent did not hesitate to take agleaf 
from the book of Mr. Wilson in pre­ 
senting this message, and so went to 
the capitol and delivered it in person 
to the assembled solons. 
We heard 
much criticism of Mr. Wilson when he 
revived this custom 
that 
had, from 
the time of Washington, been in abey­ 
ance. 
Now, of course, 
the 
practice 
will be esteemed au fait by even those 
who most condemned it when it was 
Woodrow Wilson instead of Warren 
Harding that did it. 
Of the message itself little need be 
said. 
It is practically a reiteration of 
much that was said during the cam­ 
paign by Mr. Harding from the front 
porch and is very little more specific 
than were those utterances. Again he 
declares that 
the United 
States will 
have nothing to do 
with 
that “mon­ 
strous thing” the League of Nations, 
and again asserts that an “association 
of nations” will 
eventually 
take its 
place. 
But as to whether this associa­ 
tion will follow the lines of the league 
is left to the imagination. 
He favors 
a declaration by congress to the effect 
that a state of war no longer exists be­ 
tween this country 
and 
the Central 
Powers but with a stipulation to the 
effect that in doing this we relinquish 
none of the rights and safeguards giv­ 
en us under the treaty of Versailles. 
“It would be idle,” says he “to de­ 
clare for separate 
treaties of peace 
with the central powers.” 
The infer­ 
ence then is that to save the face of 
his party and thus appear to be carry­ 
ing out its pre-election promises, this 
separate peace resolution should be 
passed and then placed in the limbo 
of innocuous things, the country to act 
in concord 
with its allies 
under the 
provisions of the 
Versailles 
agree­ 
ment. 
This 
is of course 
“ beating 
Old 
Nick around the bush” but, after all 
what does that m atter so long as it 
brings the country out of the labyrinth 
into which it was plunged by the bit­ 
ter partisanship that caused the trea­ 
ty’s rejection by the senate when pre­ 
sented to it by a democratic president. 
It is noticeable 
that 
the message 
takes no cognizance of the Irish ques­ 
tion. 
This question loomed large be­ 
fore the election. 
Woodrow Wilson 
was 
most severely condemned 
by 
leaders of that cause because he had 
not insisted in 
the* negotiations in 
Paris on recognition of the so-called 
Irish republic and later it was seized 
upon by the republicans as an issue 
and during the 
campaign 
this con­ 
demnation was repeated and enlarged 
pon by press and speakers wherever 
the Irish vote could be reached. 
As a 
result Mr. Harding received hundreds 
of thousands of votes that otherwise 
would not have been his. 
And yet we 


find no suggestion from him on the 
Irish question differing in the slightest 
from the position taken by Mr. Wilson. 
Organized 
labor, 
which 
without 
doubt is facing a great crisis, can find 
no hint of sympathy or promise of aid 
in the message. A way to a better un­ 
derstanding between workers and em­ 
ployers is not even alluded to and no 
recommendation is made that would 
te n d ‘to alleviate present conditions or 
prevent future misunderstandings and 
perhaps serious trouble. 
Indeed or­ 
ganized labor as such is not even re- 
i erred to, the only reference to labor 
being in that 
paragraph of the mes­ 
sage where, speaking of the railroads 
he says: “Labor 
must 
join manage­ 
ment in understanding that the public 
which pays is the public to be served.” 
How* different from the message of 
the former president who always had 
a sympathetic word for the toilers and 
recommendations 
for legislation for 
their advancement! 
The message 
contains many good 
‘ recommendations as to our domestic 
affairs and strong advice to congress 
as to legislation in general that if act­ 
ed upon will go a long way toward 
getting things 
back 
to where 
they 
were before the war. But nearly every 
one of tjrese, especially excepting that 
regarding the emergency tariff, are 
merely along lines long ago put for­ 
ward by President Wilson and those 
associated 
with 
his 
administration. 
For this there can be no reason for 
complaint. 
Rather should we rejoice 
that President Harding is not ashamed 
to adopt the ideas of his political op­ 
ponents and make them his own when 
he is convinced 
that they 
are the 
things that the country needs 
— — -#--------— 
Villa’s First lieutenant, who recent- 
i ly returned to outlawry, has been kill­ 
ed in a fight with federal troops.

Wilson took in* the great Peace Con­ 
ference at Paris, the supreme episode 
of his extraordinary career. 
He has 
the knowledge, for he was himself one 
of the notable figures of that notable 
gathering; he speaks with perspective, 
for he has been sufficiently removed 
from all 
petty entanglements to be 
able to review 
this 
eventful epoch 
through which we have passed in the 
broad aspects which it will assume 
for those who shall come after us; he 
speaks with background and authori­ 
ty, for he has himself been an apostle 
of liberalism to whom the fiercest of 
the Wilson critics have pointed, be­ 
wailing the failure of the then Amer­ 
ican president to shape his course on 
that followed by Gen. Smuts. 
This last it is which especially gives 
point and 
weight to anything Gen. 
Smuts may say upon the subject, and 
we have his testimony to the effect 
that whatever of value was achieved 
at the Paris Conference credit must go 
to Woodrow 
Wilson. 
We have Iris 
ringing conviction 
that 
though the 
Peace Treaty may fade into oblivion, 
the Covenant of the League of Na­ 
tions, which was Woodrow Wilson's 
work, “will stand as sure as fate" and 
that eventually 
under this banner 
“the human race is going to march 
forward to triumphs of peaceful or­ 
ganization and achievement undreamt 
of by us children of aq unhappier 
era." 
This is a lofty 
hope 
and it 
comes from one who has a right to 
voice it. 
All honor to him that “the 
leader who, in spite of apparent fail­ 
ure, succeeded in subscribing his name 
on that banner has achieved the most 
enviable and enduring immorality.” 
To those who read 
the 
estimate 
which has here been given of Wood­ 
row Wilson by this great South Afri­ 
can leader, an estimate based on inti­ 
mate first-hand knowledge and ma­ 
tured by months 
of 
reflection in a 
mind singularly 
strong and honest, 
how small by comparison must seem 
some of the pygmies who have sought 
an hour of notoriety—and political 
profit— by taking their fling by voice 
and pen at one who, in the language 
of Gen. Smuts, 
“rendered 
the most 
signal service to the great human 
cause” and ‘literally wrecked himself 
in his zeal to bring peace to a shatter­ 
ed world.

ITALY SETTLING DOWN. 
A few months ago responsible gov­ 
ernment in Italy seemed to the world 
at large to be on the verge of utter 
collapse and there were many who 
feared that Italy was soon going to 
follow Russia into Bolshevism. So far 
from these anxieties being justified, 
however, Italy, according to George 
Macaulay Trevelyan, 
“has been the 
first of the Great Powers to return to 
sanity after the fever of the spirit that 
war renders inevitable;” the first “to 
see her own position in relation to her 
neighbors without the delusions and 
the hugging self-love which usually 
accompany nationalist enthusiasm;” 
the first “to make sacirfices as the 
price of future peace, and to perceive 
that extent of empire is not the same 
as security of power.” 
Mr. Trevelyan is one of the most 
competent of living students of Italy 
and Italian affairs. An able historian, 
a liberal 
statesman 
steeped in the 
best traditions of his own country, an 
honest, temperate, intelligent observ­ 
er of contemporary events, his testi­ 
mony in this article on conditions in 
Italy must carry weight. 
Writing in 
the Manchester Guardian, he reviews 
the trend of events in Italy since the 
armistice and declares that foreigners 
are much deceived 
who 
think that 
Italy is on the verge of revolution or 
in a state of double terriorism like 
Ireland. 
“On the contrary,” Mr. Trevelyan 
says, 
Italy 
is 
further on 
the 
road to solving the terrible social 
problem of the day than any other 
great country. 
Both in urban and in 
argarian 
questions 
the 
possesing 
classes already begin to envisage the 
necessary lines of democratic evolu­ 
tion in the management of industry, 
and the workmen and peasants re­ 
ject the delusions of Bolshevism. 
It 
is only the beginning of a long story, 
but the beginning is quite as hopeful 
in Italy as anywhere else. 
In these 
matters, as in foreign policy, Signor 
Giolitto has 'shown imagination and 
moral courage couriously lacking iii 
most countries today.*'
